A Land Offlcf> Ueelalon Involving the 
Title* of Valuable land. N»«r New Or- 

Wamiinuto.n, Oct II.— An important land 
office decision haa been made by Commis- 
sioner Sparks involving the title to certain 
valuable lands in the vicinity of New 
Orleans, covered in part by the town of < 'ar- 
rolton and upon othar part- by buildings and 
improvements of treat value, including the 
race course, the Metairie Ridge cemetery and 
the shellroad and railroad from New Orleans 
to Lake Ponchartrain. This property has 
been claimed aud possessed sluco the middle 
Of the last century under a French grant, 
which has been surveyed and segregated 
from the public domain. Tha adverse claim- 
ant* asserted title by virtue of certain swamp 
and othor selections uuiler grant* to the 
state of Lmisiana. 

Commissioner Sparks holds thnt the French 
grant is a complete title protected by the 
treaty of I8<|R, and not needing legislative 
other confirmation by the I'liif-d States, an. I

Then there had been fifteen feet 
taken off of the side of the rock before 
the knife was reached, and the knife was 
found imbedded five feet from the toj 
surface of the stone. It was a bom 
handle and iron jawed, with one blade 
which was closed. The blade had rustec 
into two parts. One-half of the blade 
comes out of the handle. This i 
snake story, but is the unvarnished truth, 
to which there are a number of witnesses, 
besides the knife itself. -Greenup Gazette.

THE CHARLESTON EARTHQUAKE 
FUND A FAILURE IN LONDON. 



True Story of the Reported Pardoplng of 
tti* Spanish Insurgents- An Official 
Blunder Will Save Their Lives - The 
Au.trUn Parliament— Cable Not... 

London, Oct. R— The true itory of the re- 
ported pardoning of the Spanish insurgent* 
has just leaked out. It appears that at a 
meeting of the cabinet on Monday it was re- 
solved that the death sentence of the court 
martial should Iks confirmed. The under sec- 
retary, to whom Premier Nagasta whispered 
the decision, misunderstood the hurried re- 
mark, and going out announced to the crowd 
which had assembled to await the verdict, 
that the prisoners had been pardoned. The 
newspaper men rushed off and telegraphed 
the news to all parts of the country. 

Sf nor Sagasta as soon as ha learned of the 
mistake of the under secretary despaired of 
stopping the telegrams, but sent a correction 
to all the newspapers. Tbe press, however, 
did not believe in the correction, thinking 
that the cabinet wished to keep the pardon 
secret until after the convening of the 
(Queen's council, and published the pardon as 



The cabinet situation is a difficult one. If 
they really pardoned the insurgents, they 
did so against the dictates of their conscience 
and against tbe wishes of the arm v. If they 
did not pnrdom them and the sentences of 
death were carried out, the public would be- 
lieve the queen forced their execution. The 
officials blunder has thus, probably, saved 
the insurgents lives.
